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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because on line 2 it reads "various 
shaped and sizes," and should instead read -various shapes and sizes-. Also, the 
abstract should include the cup element in detail, as well as its placement within a 
bearing, which is within a housing aperture. This should be included after the sentence 
"The surgical saw blade coupler includes a cap, a pin, and a driver." Correction is 
required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: On page 7, paragraph 0039: "first end 58"'; "second end 60"'; "cutting edge 
62'"; "plurality of teeth 64"'; "blade slot 66"'. Also, on page 8, paragraph 0041: "cup 
aperture 90." Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: In Figure 12, reference characters 12a , 68A', 68B', 68C, 68D', and 68E'. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a surgical saw 
blade coupler for removably holding a surgical saw blade that comprises a cup element, 
with a first end defining a cup aperture and a second end having a lip for limiting inward 
movement of the cup through a housing aperture. None of the prior art of record, alone 
or in combination, has the configuration of a cup, or cup-like structure, disposed in a 
bearing, wherein the bearing is disposed in a housing aperture of a housing. Prior art of 
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record do disclose surgical saw blade couplers with similar structures of a housing, a 
pin, a cap, a bearing, and a driver coupled to a motor, yet lack the present invention 
element of a cup, or a cup-like structure, disposed in a bearing, which is further 
disposed in a housing aperture. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Matthai (Patent No. 5468247) discloses a saw blade for powered medical 
handpiece that has a sleeve bearing and chuck.
